Albert Smith, about 30, Gettys­ 
burg R, 5, reported to state police 
that he was beaten and then robbed 
of approximately $158 by three N 
groes on the Lincoln highway, four 
miles east of here, at 7 o’clock, Mon­ 
day evening. 
Although state police immediately 
sent out a teletype message, asking 
troopers of other sub-stations and 
officers in Maryland to b«* on the 
lookout for the trio, and motor pa­ 
trolmen began combing the high­ 
ways no trace of the Negroes w;ts 
found today. 
Smith, who resides with his fath­ 
er, Charles Smith, along the Lincoln 
highway, east of Gettysburg, told lo­ 
cal state pollee he was walking from 
his home to Sunnyside inn, a quar­ 
ter of a mile east, Monday evening, 
when a dark, coach-type automobile, 
traveling west, and containing three 
men, stopped. 
Ask Head Direction 
Two of the thr*** occupants of the 
machine alighted and asked Sm ith 
I low to get to Bedford, After Smith 
started to tell the men to keep go­ 
ing straight ahead, one 
of 
them 
asked him to get In the car. 
When Sm ith refused, he said the 
two men attacked him. hitting him 
in the face with their fists and 
knocking him down. 
In the scuffle, 
Sm ith’s overcoat was tom off and 
his glasses were knocked from his 
face. 
In the tussle, one of the Negroes 
took Sm ith’s pocketbook, contain­ 
ing between $156 and $158, his dri­ 
ver’s license and other papers. The 
two assailants immediately jumped 
to the car and started toward G et­ 
tysburg.

flourished a gun, the victim told po­ 
lice, and neither was masked. Smith 
said he did not get a “good look” 
at the third man, who remained at 
the wheel of the machine, and kept 
the motor running. 
Describes Assailants 
Sm ith described both his assail­ 
ants as fairly tall, one of them 
heavy-set and the other 
thinner. 
The heavier man wore a dark over­ 
coat, while the other wore a dark 
Jacket. 
Smith was unable to de­ 
scribe the third man. 
Sm ith described the car in which 
the trio was riding as a 
1928 or 
1929 Ford coach. He did not get the 
license number, and was unable to 
tell police whether it bore Pennsyl­ 
vania or Maryland plates. 
The victim laid been working at 
Gordon Signor’s Rainbow mn along 
the Lincoln highway, near hi* home, 
until the first of the year. 
S ta te police said Smit Ii told them 
the money taken by the holdup men 
represented a loan he made on an 
insurance policy. 
H»* planned to

A R TIFIC IAL RADII M IM

workers allegedly 
died in

years of a rare disease 
contracted 
while boring a river tunnel. 
In placing his request before the 
house 
of 
representatives, 
Vito 
M arcantonio (Rep., N. Y.), declared 
476 workers died of silicosis, a lung 
disease, and that 1,500 still are suf­ 
fering. 
Asks For Inquiry Board 
The resolution 
also charged 169 
of the workmen were buried in a 
cornfield with no m arkers erected 
over their resting places. The reso­ 
lution asked th at a board of inquiry 
be appointed by the secretary of 
labor and report of congress. 
State officials here said they had 
no reports on the num ber of men 
who died or became ill in the tu n ­ 
nel. 
Mrs. J 
registrar for Gauley Bridge, said her 
records show only six deaths from 
silicosis on 1932-33—the years most 
of the work was done—while she re­ 
carded fourteen fatal accidents in 
the tunnel during those tw enty-four 
months. 


She said: 
‘‘Those 
fourteen 
deaths 
were 
caused by a num ber of types of acci­ 
dents, most of them being listed as 
‘crushed by rock,’ 
May Not Be Total 
“The six deaths caused by silicosis 
probably Is not the total number. 
You see. silicosis is a lung disease 
and could have been diagnosed as 
pneumonia or som ething else. 
“Besides, m any of the men were 
taken away from here to hospitals— 
lots of them to Montgomery, and 
many of them died there.’* 
Dr. L. R. Harless said he conduct­ 
ed post-m ortem s on ten bodies and 
found th at nine of the 
men 
had 
died of silicosis. 
The practitioner 
continued: 
“I handled and exam ined about 
400 or 500 cases and found th at at 
least fifty per 
cent of 
them 
had 
some lung trouble.’’

The W ashington

The tunnel, designed 
to 
swerve 
the surging w aters of New river be­ 
neath Hawk’s Nest m ountain to pro­ 
vide power for a giant electric proj­ 
ect, was completed in 1934.

London, Jan. 14 (AP)—A uthori­ 
tative Japanese sources predicted 
early today the doom of the five- 
power naval conference, saying the 
Japanese 
delegation

quietly 
w ithdraw from the conference after 
a session Wednesday. 
T he Japanese were declared to bo 
preparing a formal note explaining 
the Tokyo Government considered a 
continuation of their presence use­ 
less In view cl "apparently unbridge­ 
able differences of opinion.” 
The note will be presented to An­ 
thony Eden, Foreign Secretary, after 
its final drafting, these sources said. 
A comprehensive statem ent of the 
Japanese position in dem anding a 
c o m m o n upper limit 
for 
fleet 
stren g th will be laid before the 
conference Wednesday, it was fur­ 
ther asserted, when com m ent will 
be asked from the others. 
To Avoid Dramatic Walkout 
The Japanese, fully realizing the 
“certainty” of a united front op­ 
position, will bow themselves out 
from th e conference when the other 
powers state their opposition. 
The Japanese delegates, Admiral 
Osumi Nagano and Matsuzo Nugai, 
will deliberately avoid a dram atic 
walkout, simply “failing to return 
this correspondent was told. 
Instructions from Tokyo named 
no observers to be left a t th e coil 
ference, but these sources said they 
expected two or three advisers would 
be assigned to remain purely in a 
listening capacity. 
Emperor Gives Consent 
It was understood th at the Ja p a ­ 
nese action was determ ined when a 
tw o-hour conference last night be­ 
tween Japanese and B ritish officials 
revealed an impassibility of h a r­ 
monizing divergent views.
